the Christian church are rarely 
willing to admit failure, their 
own or that of the church, 
The Baptists and Methodists, 
for example, carry on a 
great campaign for prohibition. 
They demand that the govern- 
ment, state or federal, take ac- 
tion. They ignore the fact that 
the Episcopalians, the Lutherans 
and the Catholics, to name but 
three, who have equal right to 
Christian expression, strongly op- 
pose prohibition. These churches 
take the position that the alcohol 
itself is not an evil but that in- 
temperate use of it is. Are they 
wrong and only the others right? 


Failure 


“Is it not. an unavoidable con- 
clusion,”” said the troubled young 
minister, ‘“‘that this insistence 
that government act represents a 
failure of the churches to influence 
their own congregations and com- 
munities? There is a great deal of 
energy expended and much 
querulous discussion in sermons 
and resolutions against the liquor 
evil. But this is to the exclusion 
of equal forthrightness on the 
really great issues. There is the 
melancholy stamp of failure on 
it all. 


“The race issue,”’ he continued, 
“is one. In my church we have 
discontinued contributions to cer- 
tain foreign missions until the 
Christian churches face up to the 
facts. Our missionaries implore. 
Yet, the congregations in many 
churches are not allowed to know 
what the missionaries recommend. 


“I. believe I am on _ sound 
ground in Saying that most of the 
young ministers are disillusioned 
by many of the pulpit veterans 
with great names. The young 
ministers may talk in whispers, 
but they see the feet of clay. 
They are embarrassed by appeals 
for money for the missions in 
Africa when they know that 
should any convert from such 
missions appear he or she would 
not he admitted to services at 
the church which had financed 
the mission. The veterans may be 
able to face this without wincing. 
The young ministers cannot. 


Safe Sermons 


“There are even some who say 
that ministers must not mix reli- 
gion with the great social issues 
of our time. This is incredible to 
the young minister and those in 
seminaries. It is, we know, also 
incredible to some of the veterans. 
If social evil isn’t a matter for 
‘direct Christian action, nothing Is.

That being true, the Atlanta Board of 
Education has earned the gratitude of 
every citizen for its forthright statement 
i€ will do all it can to maintain public 
‘education. 


* The board was under court order to 
submit a plan. It did so yesterday after- 
nbon. The clerk’s office received it. The 
cOurt will study it at a later time. If ac- 
cepted ‘by the court as being within con- 
sfitutional provisions it will then be sub- 
mitted to the General Assembly. The 
court has said it wishes the 1960 Legisla- 
ture to study it. This would indicate some 
sort of court decision ordering the plan 
into effect before the 1960 fall term. 

It is to be hoped, though admittedly 
no leadership has come forward to sup- 
port such a hope, that the Legislature and 
the public will also study the plan and 
the pupil-placement laws held to be con- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court.. They 
give to the states more power than they 
have ever had before. They prevent any 
overrunning of a school. They allow, if 
a board wishes, the assignment of the bet- 
ter qualified pupils to one school. 

The placement law, administered 
without discrimination, makes possible 
a real breakthrough in educational effi- 
ciency. It permits, for example, estab- 
lishment of classes for the fast learners, 
yfor the slow learners, and for those who 
are in one way or another retarded, 
with special attention for all. If we but 
have the good sense to rely on a law al- 
ready held constitutional, it is possible 
to have schools without any one being 
overrun by Negro students, a fear which 
seems to be the chief bugaboo. ” 


The Atlanta plan, a gradual one af- 
fecting one grade per year, would_re- 
quire 12 years to complete. 

Here again leadership which has the 
best interests of the children of Georgia 
at heart can see that there is no rush 
and that there will be no great change 
in the present status of attendance. 

The law is modeled after those in 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, 
Texas, Arkansas and other states where 
public education is being continued with- 
out any chaos or trouble. 

It is not necessarily true that the 
schools of Georgia must be closed before 
they can be reopened. Leadership which 
wants to continue public education should, 
we believe, have all possible assistance. 
Let all Georgians study the plan. And let 
everyone realize that the placement law 
is an answer to the fears existing.

President -Eisenhower departs Thurs- 
day on an unprecedented 20,000-mile trip 
which will take him to 11 countries of 
Asia, Africa and Europe. His three weeks 
tour not only is historic but is a venture 
in personal diplomacy which will be 
watched with extraordinary interest by 
the whole world. 

The President as a good-will ambas- 
sador already has demonstrated his ef- 
fectiveness. He will not attempt, 
course, to initiate new treaties and to 
make new agreements. He will try, to use 
his own words, “to build a better under- 
standing of the United States and good 
will for us.”” He also seeks “more effective 
means to cope with and to prevent such 
brutal uses of force” as were experienced 
by Hungary and Tibet. 

Purpose of the trip is underscored by 
anti-American demonstrations in Japan 
and elsewhere. More closely to home is 
the rising nationalisms of Latin Amer- 
ica and the leftish directions they are tak- 
ing. The United States, as we have seen 
in Cuba, is being used by nationalist poli- 
ticians as the whipping boy to divert at- 
tention from much more fundamental 
problems. 

Thus while the President undoubtedly 
will accomplish much in dispelling dis- 
trust and anti-American feelings in the 
countries he is scheduled to visit, the 
Latin American problem becomes more

and more troublesome. While it cannot 
be blamed wholly on Communist infil- 
tration and agitation, the Communists are 
profiting and can be expected to aid and 
abet all movements directed ‘against the 
United States. 

Nobody seems to have any firm an- 


swers: as to what has been happening in 
Latin America to further anti-U.S. senti- 
ment. One thing is clear. The natiqnalist 
revolutionary movements are in danger 
of being captured by the extreme left, as 
in Cuba, thus opening the way for larg 
scale Communist infiltration.

Nixon Emphasizes

WASHINGTON—Vice President Nixon is de- 
termined that the vice presidential nomination is 
to be treated as a really serious prize in next 
year’s Republican convention. He himself, of course, 
presidential designation. Strongly aided by circumstance, 
seven years has built up the secondary office 


had before in our history. 

The willingness of his chief, 
President Eisenhower, to turn 
over such unusual power to the 
vice presidency has been the first 
factor. But Nixen’s eager readi- 
ness to use that power has been 
equally important. 

Now, Nixon is already *plan- 
ning so that the office he has 
elevated will not return after 
1960 to its old. status as a kind 
of sour political joke. 

A vice presidential candidate is 
usually selected by the presiden- 
tial- nominee himself after some 
consultation with advisers. But if 
Nixon gets the top nomination 
next year two things may be put 
down as certain: 

1. Nixon alone will decide who 
is to run on the ticket with him. 
Whatever ‘‘caucus’’ is held on 
this subject willbe held, really, 
in Nixon’s hat. 

2. Whoever is chosen will be 
chosen on new standards. To be- 
gin with, Nixon is not impressed 
by the old idea of ‘‘geographical 
balance.’ If the presidential nom- 
inee is from the East, for exam- 
ple, the vice presidential nominee 
must be from the West and so on.

A. C. (Pete) Latimer, president 
of the Atlanta Board of Educa- 
tion, made the following state- 
ment following the board’s adop- 
tion of a desegregation plan for 
city schools: 


The Board of Education as- 
sumed office Jan. 1, 1988, and 
immediately became a defendant 
of a suit filed in the federal 
courts. This suit has been de- 
fended by the city attorney as- 
sisted by the most experienced 
outside counsel available. 


From the first the board has 
unanimously agreed to a course 
of action which would provide 
the strongest possible legal de- 
fense while at.the same time do- 
ing everything possible to main- 
tain a calm atmosphere where 
our staff could work and the chil- 
dren of Atlanta could continue 
their education. 


PROPER ATMOSPHERE 


In order to maintain the proper 
educational atmosphere — each 
member o. the board has willing- 
ly refrained from making. in- 
dividual or collective statements 
which might on the one hand 
jeopardize the efforts of our 
counsel or on the other hand 
might’ tend to alarm and excite 
to precipitate action citizens with 
deeprooted but contrasting convic- 
tions on this great issue.

Mayor Hartsfield began writing 
letters Monday in an effort to get 
aldermanic support for the Ne 
gro housing project on Forrest 
avenue, NE, 


“I’m just telling them the facts,” 
he said of his letters to alder- 
men. 


The full aldermanic council will 
meet next Monday to decide 
whether to rezone the property, 
site of the old Egleston Hospital. 


Hartsfield said he was confi- 
dent ‘‘they will do the right thing.” 


REZONING SOUGHT 


The property is now zoned for 
light industrial use. The Atlanta 
Housing Authority wants it re- 
zoned for apartment dwelling, so it 
can build a 350-unit apartment for 
Negroes who must move from 
furban renewal areas. 


The aldermanic zoning commit- 
tee tied on a vote to rezone the 
property. That leaves it up to full 
council. 


Hartsfield said his letters point 
out to the aldermen that they 
originally requested the housing 
authority to find property for that 
purpose. 

“They agreed to cooperate in 
rezoning land,”’ he said. 


‘I’m asking them to uphold their 
own agent, the housing authority, 
that’s all,” he said. 


The mayor also indicated that 
he would appear at the alder- 
manic meeting Monday and argue 
his case further, if necessary. 


FEARS “FRANKENSTEIN” 
‘Meanwhile, aldermen were get- 


ting another letter concerning the 
Egleston controversy. 


Thomas B. West, who owns a 
great deal of rental property in 
Atlanta, wrote aldermen that 
housing authority officials are 
“going to run the entire urban 
renewal program. and the city of 
Atlanta can be damned.”’ 


West said the city had created 
the housing authority and pre- 
dicted it would find it had cre- 
ated a “Frankenstein.” 


Housing authority officials have 
said that the failure to get the 
Egleston property rezoned could

Before long these pages will, be crammed with 


Christmas cookery stories. 


But what do they print 


for the husband who can’t cook, never has, doesn’t 
want to, and who’s wife is—contrary to a fallacious 
assumption by the food editor—downtown all after- 
noon and evening doing her Christmas shopping? 


This, then, is for noncooking 
cooks. Clip it and nail it over 
your work bench, because, 
brother, you're going to need it. 


When you come home to a 
cold hearth and a note on the 
kitchen table, you might want 
to top off the refrigerator scraps 
with a nice hot pumpkin pie, 
as I did. If you want to try 
something else, good luck. I 
only mention pumpkin pie be- 
cause I did it when my wife 
deserted me the other night and 
the whole thing is easy as pie! 


Directions for assemblying a 
pumpkin pie: 


Look on the shelf where your 
wife keeps the holiday gro- 
ceries. Find the can of pumpkin 
and look on the back of the 
label. There’s a recipe on it. 


Assemble all the parts called 
for and dump into a bowl. Stir. 
Pour into a pie shell, as per di- 
rections. 


Unfortunately the pumpkin 
people lose interest at this 
point. They leave you without 
further ado. Also without any 
pie shell. 


So, select one of your wife's 
cook books. Find one with big 
type and short directions. I 
used Fannie Farmer’s. Fannie 
will try to set her culinary cap 
for you with a sly suggestion 
that you save the leftover pas- 
try for Petites Galettes (what- 
ever they are) after which she 
gets down to business. 


“Beginning cooks can be too 
conscientious about pastry mak- 
ing and blend it so thoroughly 
that the layers of shortening and 
flour cannot separate into 
tender sheets,” she’ll warn you. 


Not particularly conscious- 
stricken, I sifted 1% cups of 
general purpose flour and a 
teaspoon of salt into a bowl. 
Next came 2-3 cup of shorten- 
ing. I used a 1-3 cup measure— 
three times. It was necessary 
to fish out one blob of shorten- 
ing and put it back into the lard 
can, along with a little flour. 


Chop up the shortening and 
flour until it is in pea-size 
lumps. You get 1-3 cup of cold 
water to spring in as you chop 
—using a pastry blender or 
fork—to make it all stick to- 
gether. Now wad it all up in 
a piece of wax paper and put 
in your refrigerator. When it is 
chilled get it out, sprinkle flour 
on any flat surface and roll it 
out. 


When the dough is %-inch 
thick get a tape measure out of 
your tool box and measure your 
wife’s pie pans, selecting one 


with a 9inch diameter. Cut a 
in the dough slightly 


circle 


larger than the pan and lift the 


dough into the pan. 


And here’s something for Fan- 
nie Farmer. Pie dough scraps 
are excellent for patching holes 
in your crust as well as for 
Petites Galettes (what ever 
they are). 


Now. put the pie in the oven, 
set the timer, and bake accord- 


ing to the directions on the can. 


When my wife came home 
was she surprised! -““Why, you 
are a GOOD cook!” she said, 
as her fork sort of clicked 
through the crust onto the plate. 


I wonder what Petites Ga- 
lettes are?

Makes News in Fiji

The Fifth District Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs 
recently made headlines in the 
Fiji Islands. 


And the work of the women 
in sending natives Multiple Pur- 
pose Foods through the Meals 
for Millions foundations, won 
the praise and gratitude of the 
Fiji folk. Newspapers of the 
islands hailed the visit there of 
Mr. and Mrs. A. N. Patton of 
Atlanta, currently touring the 
South Pacific in connection with 
the Meals for Millions project, 
of which Mrs. Patton is Fifth 
District chairman. Articles ap- 
pearing in the Fiji press, for- 
warded to Atlanta, spotlighted 
the Rattons as “strong support- 
ers’’ of the foundation, and ex- 
pressed appreciation of their 
work. 


During their Fiji sojourn, the 
Atlantans visited the Bayley 
Clinic in Suva, where they ob- 
tained first-hand knowledge 
concerning the recent distribu- 
tion of a cohsignment of vitamin 
food received from the founda- 
tion by the Suva Junior Chamber 
of Commerce. A Jaycee official 
served as the Pattons’ guide for 
the tour. 


At the clinic, the Atlanta trav- 
elers met the two doctors — a 
European and a Chinese — in 
charge of the clinic. They talked 


“with all the staff members, in- 


cluding volunteer women work- 


ers, many of whom represent 
the.most prominent families in 
Suva. 


“The clinic serves about 100 
patients each day,’’ Mrs. Patton 
reported. ‘“‘There were more 
than 40, mostly women and chil- 
dren, waiting when we arrived 
there at 8 a.m.” 


Each patient is interviewed 
and examined because it is a 
free clinic and must serve the 
families of greatest need first. 
The visitors learned that pa 
tients come with many condi- 
tions, “from early pregnancy 
to late senility,’’ but whatever 
the illness, it is complicated 
by malnutrition.

PETERSBURG, Fla.—When the minor leagues 
kicked off their 58th annual convention here Monday, 
Atlanta owned the unenviable distinction of being the 
finest city in the nation without a baseball franchise. 


For the first time in more than half a century, there was no 
answer from Atlanta when the roll was called. And Jasper Donald- 
son, 


vice Tse of the late Crackers, was sitting outside the 
Ss i a door for the first time in 26 years 

+» when the Southern Association went 
- into session. 


Chattanooga joined Atlanta on the 
- sidelines when Joe Engel returned- the 
~ Lookout franchise to the Southern at 
the request of the parent Washington 
Senators. 


Though Pres. Charlie Hurth 
and active directors refused to 
confirm it, there was a reliable 
report that the loop may fold un- 
less Atlanta or Chattanooga re- 
enters the fold. ‘ 


Little Rock’s Ray Winder, armed 
with substantial financial backing, was 
standing in the wings ready to dadenn 
one of the clubs. 


However, it is known that at least 
one of the remaining six cities won't 
go to post in a six-team circuit. A civic group in Chattanooga has 
expressed interest in pumping new life into the Lookouts, and 
Washington has offered to rent Engel Stadium for $1 a year.

Hurth had no announcement to make on the Atlanta franchise, 
which was returned to the league by Earl Mann on Nov. 4. Mann, 
who has offered to make Ponce de Leon Park available to any 
reliable operator rent free, hasn't had any takers. 


—If Braves Don’t Come In, Atlanta Is Out 


Thus, it now appears that Atlanta won't have baseball next 
summer unless Milwaukee elects to operate a double-A team. The 
Braves, of course, have had a working agreement with the Crackers 
since 1950, 


The Southern is now making a pitch to get the Braves to 
take charge of the shop at Poncey. No doubt the Brave brass 
will hear pleas that the majors need the Southern as a farm 
reservation. It will also he pointed out that, unless Atlanta or 
Chattanooga remains in business, the league may sink. 


Birdie Tebbetts, assistant to Milwaukee Pres. Joe Cairnes, was 
asked whether the Braves are remotely interested in shouldering the 
load in Atlanta. i 

“There's a possibility that we will,’ Tebbetts replied, 
wouldn't be optimistic at all about it.

There is considerable doubt among baseball folks in general and 
the Braves in particular over the vital subject of whether Atlanta 
wants another year of double-A baseball. Certainly, there was no 
mass protest when Mann relinquished the franchise. 


However, Atlanta has been an oasis in the minor league Sahara 
for many years. Saddled with one of the worst teams in the history 
of Organized Baseball, the last-place Crackers used red ink all last 
year. But the deficit represented the only loser at the cash register 
since the war. 


I think the Braves could move in and shew a profit provided 
they supplied a winning team, as they did during most of the 
seasons of the working agreement. Atlanta definitely won't be 
excited over a double-A team, but there should be at least 
200,000 fans in the densely populated area who would visit 
Poncey during the summer. : 


Meanwhile, it’s now apparent that Atlanta will be in the Southern 
or out of baseball. The International League and the American 
Association have expressed interest in having Atlanta in the family 
for several years. At the moment, however, they have a ful! house. 


—Johnson Hopes to Revive Georgia-Florida 


The American Association has certified Charleston, W. Va., for 
another season. The International League has agreed to go along 
with Havana despite a recurring rumor that the owners want to 
return the Sugar Kings to Castro. At any rate, none of the owners 
appear eager to shift their franchise to Atlanta, so the triple-A 
door is locked. 


It's easy to understand why the triple-A dealers are reluctant 
to deal Atlanta a’ hand. They'd have no assurance of a park after 
the 1960 season. Mann, who owns the valuable real estate, is going 
to sell it when he receives an appealing offer. So any baseball set up 
in Atlanta must be strictly on a year-to-year basis. 


Which boils down to a strong argument for the stadium now 
being sponsored by Major Sports, Inc. Atlanta must have a 
stadium to figure in the sports picture of the future. 


As for the present, only the men from Milwaukee know whether 
Atlanta will field a team in 1960. If the Braves decline the Southern’s 
invitation, it’s a cinch that Poncey will be blacked out next summer. 


Personally, I don’t think Atlanta will have an entry in profes- 
sional baseball. And, as minor league chief George Trautman says, 
“It’s indeed a shame.”’ 


? 


On the brighter side of the fence was a disclosure here Mon- 
day by Erin Johnson of Waycross that the Georgia-Florida League 
may crank up again. Long one of the finest class D circuits in 
baseball under late Pres. W. T. Anderson, the Georgia-Florida 
suspended operation last summer. 


Johnson reported that seven cities are ready to revive the 
Georgia-Florida if working agreements can be procured. He listed 
Waycross, Thomson, Sandersyille, Dublin, Fitzgerald, Moultrie and 
Brunswick as the cities ready to welcome baseball back. Albany 
probably would return to the fold if the league is revived. Johnson 
informed that he is encouraged over the reaction of some of the 
major league moguls to his plan.
